Bombardment of Malancourt 
10 Miles West of Verdun, Is 
Particularly Severe. 


CZAR’S TROOPS ACTIVE 


Line of Trenches in Russia Cap- 
tured—Advance Against 
Turks Continues. 


PARIS, March 22.—No infantry at- 
tacks were made on the Verdun front 
leat night, the War Office announced 
this afternoon. ‘The 
bombarded Malancourt, 10 miles north- 
west of Verdun, and there were artillery 
exchanges of less intensity east of the 
Meuse. 

Last night’s statement from the War 
Office said: 

“On the left bank of the Meuse, the 
bombardment continued violently in the 
region of Malancourt, on the village of 
Esnes and Hill 304. Counter-shelled with 
great energy by our artillery, the enemy 
made no attempt to attack during the 
course of the day. 

“There was an intermittent bombard-

Russians Capture Line of Trenches 


on Eastern Front. 

PETROGRAD, March 22.—The official 
communication issued by the War of- 
fice yesterday, said: 

“Western (Russian) front: Lively ar- 
tillery fighting continues southward of 
the Dvinsk region. Our troops captured 
s line of enemy advance trenches near 
Butzitisczki., in the district east of 
Godutzisezki. 

“During the capture of the bridgehead 
near the village of Mikhaltche (Galicia), 
we took two cannon. Most of the de- 
fenders of the bridgehead were killed in 
a hand-to-hand encounter. 

“Caucusus front: After further fight- 
ing on the coast line, our troops have 
again advanced several versts in a west- 
erly direction.’’ 


Austrian Aviators Bombard Port of 
Avliona, Albania. 

BERLIN, March 22, by wireless to 
Sayville.—A successful air raid by Aus- 
trian aviators on the port and barracks 
of Aviona, Albania, is reported in ves- 
terday’s Austrian headquarters state- 
ment received from Vienna. The state- 
ment says: 

In the Balkans Austro-Hungarian 
nirmen successfully carried out a noc- 
turnal bombardment on the port and 
barracks of Avlona. In spite of their 
Being shelled heavily, all the airmen re- 
@urned safely.”’ 


Danish Steamer Satd to Have Been 
Sunk Without Warning. ;

tng to a statement made by the captain 
of ths steamer, says a Copenhagen dis- 
patch to the Exchange Telegraph Co. 
Three of the crew were lost. 


Declares Submarine Fired on 
Leaving Steamer in Boats. 


SYRACUSE, Italy, March 22.—Arnold 
Groom, commander of the British steam- 
er Coquette, declares that his vessel wes 
sunk without warning by a submarine 
flying the Austrian flag, the captain and 
crew barely having time to save them- 
selves in two boats. As they were leav- 
ing the steamer, the captain asserts, the 
submarine continued to bombard the 
survivors. 

After eight days the boats reached the 
Libyan coast, where seven of the sailors 
who occupied one of the boats, were 
taken prisoner by Bedouins. 
boat escaped and two days later reached 
@ Libyian port, where the mariners were 
taken care of by Italian Caribineers. 

The steamer Soquette was reported on 
Jan. 1b as sunk. She was a vessel of 
4336 tons.

Four juvenile delinquents were in cells

Juvenile delin- 
quents in the meantime were being 
cared for by the matron at police hoad- 
quarters, but owing to the large num- 
ber of girls she had in charge, she was 
unable to care for the boys and they 
were put in cells.

The most important amendment was 
the insertion of the reserve officers’ 
training scheme proposed by Represent- 
ative Gard of Ohio (Dem.), which al- 
ready has been included in the Senate 
bill. It provides that military instruc- 
tions be supplied by the War Depart- 
ment to any civil education institution 
with an available student body of 100 or 
more and where a military course sat- 
isfactory to the War Department is es- 
tablished.

Details of the plan will be worked out 
in the army appropriation bill to be con- 
sidered later. It has been estimated,

Dispatches to Washington Say 
Carranaz Troops Are’ Co-op- 
erating in Chase. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—Latest of- 
ficial advices from the American expedi- 
tionary forces in Mexico say that Brig- 
adier-General Pershing and his men are 
close to Villa and his outlaws.

A BROAD HIGHWAY 


Becomes in Week a Well-Worn 
Artery for Supplying 
Pershing’s Column. 


By Associated Press. 

ON LINE OF MARCH OF AMERI- 
CAN ARMY, Mexico, March 22. via 
courter to Columbus, N. M.—The trail 
along which Pancho Villa retreated 
from Columbus less than two weeks ago 
now is a broad, well-worn highway, 
visible at scme points for miles as it 
winds over and around the hills in 
Northern Chihuahua. The road is an 
evidence of the efficiency of the Ameri- 
can army, Which, in a week's time, has 
converted the trail across the semi- 
desert into a military road, the main 
artery for supplies to Gen. Pershing’s 
column. 

This new road is not an ideal high- 
way, but it serves the purpose. Thx big 
automobile trucks which carry the sup- 
plies by the ton have cut ruts so deep 
in the bottomless sand and gravel that 
at some places there is no longer clear- 
ance for mails, and parellel roads have 
been laid out along the old trail. 

Dust Clouds Like Smoke. 

At intervals of a few miles each, all 
day, can be seen what appear to be 
huge clouds of gray smoke. They mark 
the positions of the moving supply 
trains, patro'’s, squads of signal corps 
men or imilitary automobiles. On the 
individual initiative and skill of the 
American soldier and his officers de- 
pends the success of moving supplies 
over thesa Mexican roads.. 


Motor cycle dispatch riders aid their 


machines by vigorous use of their lege. 
When a motor cycle plunges into a rut 
or dips into « sand pile, its rider sticks 
out a leg on each side as a prop, chokes 
the engine, and as the machine topples 
to one side or other, gives a kick t») 
straighten it and then goes roaring 
ahead again. 

The great plains and the mountains 
bordering the road are mostly devoid of 
any sign of life, but occasionally on a 
distant hill a signal flag, wigwagging, 
shows an American lookout is on the 
watch.

travel, because the mountain winds 
drive the sand into the men’s faces 
with a sting as sharp as winter sleet.

CARONDELET WILL 


FGnT $7,000,000 
ASSESSMENT RAISE 


Business Men’s Association Hires 
Attorneys to Present Tax 
Protests of Residents. 


A total increase of $7,000,000 or 
more, in the assessment of real es- 
tate in the part of the city lying south 
of Meramec street, has caused the 
Carondelet Business Men’s Associa- 
tion to take up the cases of hundreds 
of property owners, who have com- 
plained of the increases, and lawyers 
have been engaged to represent these 
property owners before the Board of 
Equalization. 

James F. Brady, District Assessor in 
the First District, says he is responsi- 
ble for the increases. He believes, he 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter this morn- 
ing. that property in this part of the 
city has been assessed at a compara- 
tively low figure. He said that, while 
he might have made mistake in some 
instances, he was ready to defend his 
work, as a whole, before the Board of 
Equalization. He said $7,000,000 would 
probably be a low estimate of the in- 
crease made by him in the realty as- 
sessment of the district. 

Brady was chosen by the Efficiency 
Board, ranking seventh in a competitive 
examination at which several district 
assessors were chosen. He was a real 
estate man of 2 years’ experience. 

He said, in explaining the increases 
made by him, that he had tried to bring 
the assessments up to the “‘cash value,” 
which, he explained, he figured as two- 
thirds of the full value. “If a lot will 
sell for $30 a front foot,” he said, “it 
should be assessed at §$20.’’ 

Brady said he had looked at all the 
property in the district, but thet he 
had Ween unable, for lack of time, in 
some cases, to send notices to owners 
to appear and place a value on their 
property. 

Charles E. Golterman, president of the 
Carondelet Business Men's Association, 
who is a lawyer, said that when the 
Board of Equalization hears complaints 
against the increases in assessments, he 
will appear before the board and that 
two others lawyers, John E. Gaskill ana 
H. A. Frank, and a real estate dealer 
familiar with Carondelet values, Herman 
Pau.s, will appear in behalf of the com- 
plainants. 

Two of the Carondelet protests have 
been heard by the board. The board 
upheld an increased front foot assess- 
ment on the home property of Taylor 
Stith,, Deputy Comptroller, at 6340 Vir- 
ginia avenue, but cut $1000 from Brady's 
assessment of the house, which Brady 
had increased from $1400 to $2800. Ina 
case involving acreage property on Mor- 
ganford road, used for truck gardening, 
an increase from $700 to $1200 an acre, 
in valuation, was upheld.

PRESIDENT DENIES, 


GERMANY WANTS 
U.S, AID FOR PEACE 


White House Repudiates Stor: 
That Gerard Stays in Berlin 
to Await Terms.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—President 
Wilson was represented at the White 
House today as being resentful of pub- 
lication of stories that Ambassador Ge- 
rard had reported Germany was about 
to make a move for peace. 

The published reports were charac- 
terized as being based on inferences. 
This statement was issued: 

“President Wiison, through Secretary 
Tumulty, today authorized a denial of 
stories appearing in papers to the ef- 
fect that the purpose of Ambassador 
Gerard’s remaining in Berlin was to 
await Germany's proposal for peace. 
There is no justification for that infer- 
ence being drawn.” 

Yesterday the State Department too « 
notice of the publications by denying 
that Germany had intimated to the 
United States that the time was ripe 
for the United States ag the largest 
neutral to renew its friendly offices for 
peace or that the United states head 
deen informed that Mr. Gerard had 
been requested to postpone his vaca- 
tlon because of pending peace nego- 
tiations. 

Unofficial reports reaching here today 
said the Ambassador actually had post- 
roned his vacation, but gave no reason. 

The State Department today ‘gain 
took cognizance of the report and the 
following statement was issued: 

‘Any statement that the German Gov- 
ernment had intimated that it desire 
this Government to act as mediator in 
peace negotiations or had in any way 
suggested formally or informally that 
this Government should take the matter 
up with other Powers is absolutely with- 
out foundation, and the State Depart- 
ment has no information that Germany 
is preparing to make a definite move in 
the direction of peace.”’ 

State Department officials declared 
they were resentful at the publication 
of the reports because, they said, if 
there were any prospects of mediation 
it would be damaged if not destroyed. 
It is known that the American Am- 
hassadors [n all the belligerent cour- 
tries have constantly been reporting on 
confidential conferences for the informa- 
tion of President Wilson and it ts un 
derstood that the burden of their re- 
ports that there were no more pror- 
pects for peace now than there have 
been at any time in the last six months 

All the belligerents are understood to 
bd ready for peace on their own terms.

The plaintiff was 
formerly a chorus girl and model. 

Promises to Cancel Contract, 

The artist says in his affidavit that 
last October he contracted to paint Miss 
Snellenberg’s portrait at his studio, and 
also to design costumes in which she 
was to appear at charity balls. His 
wife objected but he needed the moncy 
and went ahead. He admits he prom: 
ised his wife to cancel the contract ang 
that he broke this promise. He also 
gave Mrs. Strauss his word that when 
he had finished the portrait he wouid 
see the young woman no more. 

“T called on my friend and confiden- 
tial adviser, Milton Guiterman,’’ he as- 
serts, “and told him of my worry and 
troubles about Miss Snellenberg’s paint- 
ing. I told him that after a few sittings 
I would take my wife to Toronto and 
Atlantic City, and then everything would 
be smoothed out. 

“My wife,’ he asserts, ‘‘called upon 
Milton Guiterman, my adviser, and 
falsely represented to him that my con- 
duct with Miss Snellenberg had been 
highly improper. Detectives were pro- 
cured and my wife told that my conduct 
with Miss Snellenberg was reprehensi- 
ble. A few days later I was sued for 
separation and Miss Snellenberg was 
made defendant in a $100,000 alienation 
suit.”’

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SPEAKER AT B. M.- 
SAYS ANARCHY OF 
LAW’ BESETS U. 6. 


Nathan B. Williams, Washington 
Attorney, Discusses Federal 
Trade Commission. 


Nathan B. Williams, an attorney of 
Washington, D., C., who for three years 
conducted special investigations for the 
House Committee on the Judiciary while 
the Clayton bill and the Trade Commis- 
sion bill were under consideration, spoke 
this noon at the members’ conference 
luncheon of the Business Men's Leagre 
at the Planters Hotel. He said in intro- 
ducing his topic, “‘The Federal Trade 
Commission Law,” that he was astor- 
ished at the ignorance of business men 
throughout the country regarding legis- 
lation affecting their business. The coun- 
try, he said, is in the midst of a “riot 
of regularity,’ and an ‘anarchy of 
law.’’ 

Williams said that 16,90 new laws were 
placed upon the statute books of the 
country last year. The number. he said. 
makes it impossible for any one man to 
know what constitutes law and thus is 
produced an anarchy of law. But when 
a general law is passed, such as the 
creation of the Trade Commission, the 
speaker said that he believed it the duty, 
of all business men to study the oppor- 
tunities for betterment of conditions 
that it offers. 

Asks Ald of Business Men. 

The Federal Trade Commission law, 
the speaker pointed out, was created in 
order to prevent the development of mo- 
nopoly, prevent unfair competition and 
business conduct which, in army terms, 
would be called, ‘“‘unbecoming a gen- 
tleman.”’ 

He added that it is up to the busi- 
ness men of the country to assist the 
commission with advice and. show the 
commission what must be done, or else 
the measure will become simply anoth- 
er law that will provide some good sal- 
ries to numerous men. 

In the course of his address, he said 
that most forms of unfair competition 
have for their foundtaion some form 
of misleading publicity, and he Said 
that he would develop this feature of 
present conditions more fully before the 
Advertising Club of St. Louis at a spe- 
cial meeting to be held tomorrow. 

“The Federal Trade Commission,” 
Williams said, “‘probably marks the 
high tide of attempts at governmental! 
regulation of business activities. We 
have seen an unexampled tendency of 
late, and this tendency is both state as 
well as Federal, to establish cormmis- 
sions with wide grants of power. This 
comes about, in part, from public dis- 
trust and dissatisfaction with courts. 

Law Will Not Enforce Itself. 

“The Trade Commission law applies 
directly to perhaps 80 per cent of the 
more than 300,000 business corporations 
of this country. With railroads and 


T. | Danks the commission has nothing to do. 


The commission is supposed to see to it 
that all who engage in commerce have 
a@ proper respect for the equal rights 
of others. But if you think that this 
law will enforce itself, yon are\ mis- 
taken. As to how well the commision 
exercises its powers, depends upon 46 
business men. 

‘The commission investigates and de- 
termines both facts and law as to un- 
fair methods of competition. Up-to-date 
it has announced 41 rulings. Several! 
of these relate to alleged unfair meth- 
ods which have been abandoned on ihe 
methods being complained of. 

“Most business men are honest. 
Business as a whole has suffered at 
hands of poorly informed legislators 
and ill-considered legislation. You 
should not permit yourself to lie un- 


der the opprobrium which properly 
belongs to a very few. The demands 
of your business often keep you from 
paying sufficient attention to seeing 
that public questions affecting the 
whole people are honestly presented 
“ft think that this country is de- 
voted to the principle of competition 
in trade, but plain, uncontrolled and 
unregulated competition may, and 
sometimes is, the death of trade.

There wasp much excitement ‘in _ the 
convention late yésterday, when the re- 
port was spread that Rumsey had decid- 
ed to re-enter the contest for national 
committeeman.' D. C. McClung, ‘chair- 
man of the State Committee and War- 
den of the. penitentiary under Major, 
went among the country delegates feel- 
ing out their sentiment. He soon learned 
that the country delegates were deter- 
mined to fight Rumsey to the last. 

After hurried conference the Major- 
McClung forces decided to attempt to 
defeat Goltra with Cowgill. He was 
placed in onmination by Ras Pearson of 
Pike County, who read a telegram from 
Senator Stone: declirting’ to make the 
fight and suggesting that the convention 
select some man capable of «rendering 
efficient party service, .who. would be 
generally acceptable to the State Democ- 
racy. 

The Jackson County delegation voted 
solidly for Cowgill. Rumsey was able 
to hold all but 94 out of the 239 St. Louis 
delegates in line for Cowgill. The ® 
Greene County votes, which were anti- 
Rumsey, were cast for Cowgill. A con- 
siderable scattering of the country vote, 
which would have been for Goltra as 
against Rumsey, was cast for Cowgill. 
Through the influence of Major in the 
Ninth Congressional District, and the 
activity of Ed. A. Glenn, a Federal job 
holder, a considerable portion of the 
Ninth District vote was cast for Cow- 
gill. The Major forces also asserted that 
they could have delivered the same vote 
to Rumsey. : 

Spirit of Major Indorsement. 

Thomas J. Rooney of Joplin, menber 
of the Jasper County delegation, told 
this story at the convention to i'lus- 
trate the spirit back of the indorse:ment 
of Gov. Major for Vice President: 

“After me Jasper County convertion 
had transacted all of its other busines: 
and we had settled our local fights, one 
of the delegates addressed the chairman 
and made a specch about like this: ‘Mr. 
Chairman, there is one other :matter that 
might be brought before this conven- 
tion and that is the indorsement of Gov. 
Major for Vice President. Of course, 
we know the indorsement will net do 
any good, because ine can’t get tne nomi- 
nation, anyWw.iy, ana isn’t big enough for 
‘he job if ne should get it But I guess 
it won't do any harm, and if we indorse 
him it might help us to get some tickets 
to the Democratic national conventior 
in Si. Louis. Therefore, Mr. Chairman. 
I move you that we vote the indcrse- 
ment.’ The delegates, regardiig the 
matter as a joke, voted the _ indorse- 
ment.” 

True to their instructions, and the 
spirit in which they were given, the 
Jasper County sielegates cast 55 votes in 
the State convention last night to in- 
ddorse Gov. Major for the vice prest- 
dency. 

Circuit Judge Mayer of St. Joseph, in 
offering the minority report from the 
Resolutions ‘committee, referred tt» the 
Governor as a ‘“‘goober pea,” and lik- 
ened him to a “sheep-killing dog. 


“We are willing,’ he said, “to con- 
done Major's mistakes, but we are not 
willing to brag about them.” 

The anti-Major demonstration was 
expected. It had been carefully 
planned by the Buchanan County del- 
egation, aided by the St. Louis Coun- 
ty delegation, as a rebuke to the 
Governor for placing the State af- 
fairs of the two counties under boss- 
es. Delegates on the floor of the con- 
vention and in groups about the ho- } 
tel lobbies, after the convention ad- 
journed, openly declared that the vote 
for Major was not representative of 
the feeling of the delegates. 

One Democratic leader, who voted 
for an indorsement of the Governor, 
said: “If the delegates had voted 
their real sentiments the vote would 
iust about have been reversed. But 
we were up against a proposition of 
repudiating a Democratic Governor 
on the eve of an important election. 
It did not look to us like good poli- 
tics to do it. 

“If it had not been that we be- 
lieved a failure to indorse Major 
would be providing Republicans with 
campaign material to use against the 
Democratic ticket.” 

The vote on the national. commit- 
teeman was considered by delegates 
as more nearly representing the at- 
titude of the convention toward the 
Governor, as in that contest delegates 
could really express their views by 
voting for Goltra without, in their 
opinion, “giving aid and comfort 
the enemy.” 

Defenders of Governor. 
The Governor's defenders before 
the convention were Sam B. Cook, 
former Secretary of State, who in this 
convention appeared actively as a 
leader in Democratic affairs for about 
the first time sinc 904, when he was 
defeated for nomination, and John H. 
Lucas, attorney for the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Co. of Kansas City, 
and legislative representative of that 
company. 

The proposition indorse the Gov- 
crnor was contained in_ resolutions 
adopted by 14 of the 16 members of the 
Resolutions Committee. When the re- 
port was read and Lucas reached the 
name of Major one delegate shouted, 
“Please hold your nose."' Another ca.led, 
*Tet's withdraw his name.” 

After lAicas completed the reading of 
the report, Judge Mayer offered his mi- 
nority report. This coincided with the 
resolutions submitted by the committee, 
pxcept that it ignored Major, not 
mentioning his name or referring te his 
administration, and indorsed the c«ndi- 
dacy of Vice President Marshall for re- 
nomination and urged that the Misscuri 
delegation be instructed for Marshall. 
Judge Mayer at first had diffieulty in 
presenting the report, Major appointees 
and members of the Kansas City delega 
tion repeatedly interrupting him. Order 
was obtained, however, and he started 
bis denwunelation of the Governor. 
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Major Jubijant. Over Indorsement; 
Says He Will Be Nominated. 

Gov. Major, Jubilant ever his-indorse- 
ment for the vice presidency by the 
Democratic State convention at St. Jo- 
seph, this morning, at the Hotel Jef- 
ferson, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he felt certain he would gain the 
coveted honor. 

“I feel that Migsouri will be back of 
me in this fight, and that leads me to 
believe that I will be chosen fér Vice 
President on-my party tieket?*“he said | 
Major's prime ohject in visiting Bt.

LINCOLN COUNTY NOMINATES 
SENATOR BY POSTCARD PRIMARY 


Opposition Made It Necessary for 
Expression of Choice in the 
Eleventh District. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 22.—Coin- 
cident with the filing by Jesse J. Duncan 
of nis declaration as a candidate for 
State Senator from the Eleventh Dis- 
trict today, the Post-Dispatch correspon- 
dent was told how Duncan was chosen 
as the Democratic nominee in: a. postal 
card primary which he won by 5/ votes. 

The Postcard primary, which is the 
first of the kind politicians here recali, 
was held in Lincoln County only, but 
the result practically assures the nomi- 
nation and election of the successful 
candidate. 

This unusual method of selecting a 
candidate was made necessary by the 
custom of years standing in the Elev- 
enth District, by which the counties of 
Audrain, Pike and Lineoln, which coni- 
prise the district, alternate in selecting 
the Democratic nominee for the State 
Senate. 

Heretofore there has been no opposi- 
tion for the nomination and the district 
is so heavily Democratic that the nomi- 
nation is equivalent to election. About 
the time Duncan announced, Brevator 
J. Creech also made known his desire ¢ 
su to the State Senate. The plan of a 
postcard primary among the Democratic 
voters of Lincoln County was agreed 
upon. About 1500 votes were cast.

SHIP BILL

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., -March 22.—'ine 
platform adopted by. the Democratic 
State convention here yesterday ap- 
proves President Wilson's foreign policy 
and his administration in whole.

The resolutions also indorse the pend- 
ing ship purchase bill, tariff commis- 
sion, rural credits and Philippine inde- 
pendence. A plank for the improvem: it 
of waterways and a comprehensive pro- 
gram for prevention floods was incor- 
porated in the platform. The_ resolu- 
tions follow: 

“We, the Democracy of Missouri, in 
convention assembled, heartily indorse 
tae policies of the Democratic nation- 
al administration and give our unquali- 
fied approval of the masterly conduct 
of our national and international af- 
fairs under President Woodrow Wilson. 

"We voice the unanimous demand of 
the Democracy of thig State for re- 
nomination of President Woodrow Wil- 
gon by the Democratic national con- 
vention in St. Louis and instruct tne 
delegates chosen by this convention to 
yote for his nomination, and we con- 
fidently predict his re-election by an 
overwhelming majority of the Ameri- 
can electorate. 

Foreign Policies Approved. 

“In the field of international matters 
me specifically approve and applaud the 
following achievements of our Presi- 
dent: 


“His success in guarding the honor 


and just interests of America before tne. 


world in face of seemingly insuperable 
ubstacles, at the same time keeping 
his country out of the European war 
and thus insuring the prosperity and

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WEDNESDAY EVENING, MARCH 22, 1916. 
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RUNS IN FANILES 


Dr. Leo Loeb Tells of Results of 
Experiments in Heredity 
With Mice. 


Dr. Leo Loeb, professor of compara- 
tive pathology in the Washington Uni- 
versity Medical School, spoke last night 
before the Washington University As- 
sociation on ‘““‘The Scientific Investiga- 
tion of Cancer.”’ 

Dr. Loeb ssid cancer in the lower ani- 
mals had been proven to be hereditary 
and that indications pointed to a like 
condition as regards human beings. It 
has never been proven to be infections 
he added. He said that malformations 
or “developmental errors’’ in the body 
may become the source of cancer, and 
ho include. pigmented moles among the 
errors which may, under certain condi- 
tions, develop into cancer. 

He discussed scientific means of com- 
bating cancer, and said it had not been 
found possible to inoculate the human 
Lody against the growth of spontaneous 
cancers. 

The chief protection of the human race 
against cancer, he said, is the timely 
application of surgery to the _ local 
growths that develop cancer. He sug- 
gested that :narriages between families, 


both of which have cancerous tenden-/ 


cies, should be avoided. 
Abnormal Cell Development. 

In cancer, "r. Loeb said, the investi- 
gator is dealing with a multiplication 
of the small units of the body, the cells. 
As compared with normal growth, the 
cancerous growth is an abnormal de- 
velopment of certain cells or tissues, 
leading to the formation of monstrosi- 
ties. The fundamental cancer problem, 
wherefore, is to find the special factor, 
or set of factors, which is responsible 
for the excessive growthenergy and de- 
structive capacity of certain tissues or 
cells in the body, which distinguishes 
them as cancerous growths from other 
kinds of growths. 

As one of the internal] factors, Dr. 
Loeb discussed heredity. He told of ex- 
periments with mice, which have con- 
vinced investigators that cancer runs 
ir families of mice, and occurs in a fixed 
ratio in different families, and that not 
only the cancer, but the age at which 
it develops, follows the hereditary 
course. 

“Does this conclusion apply equally 
to cancer in man” he asked. He replied 
that, while it was not possible to ex- 
periment with man with the same accu- 
racy as with animals, there are definite 
indications that heredity is a factor in 
human cancer. The American Indian, 
the negro in Africa and some Australa- 
tian peoples are almost wholly immune 
tc cancer, he said, but white persons 


= itiving in the same regions develop the 


disease. The frequency of cancer in 

some families can hardly be explained 

by coincidence, he Said, and he men- 

tioned a case in which cancer of a very 

rare kind had developed in two sis- 

ters. | 
Causes of Cancer. 

Cancer may be caused, he said, by me- 
cnanical stimulations leading to inflam- 
ratory conditions, such as continued 
burning of the skin, or continued action 
of Roentgen rays without precautionary 
measures. araffin workers sometimes 
contract cancer of the skin, and aniline 
workers develop cancer of the bladder. 

“We know the principal internal and 
external features which cause cancer,”’ 
Hr, Loeb said. ‘We can experimentally 
modify of manipujate the internal and 
external factors in such a way as (to 
change profoundly the cancer-incidence 
in certain animals. * * * The prob- 
lem which is not definitely solved con- 
cerns the manner in which those exter- 
nal and internal factors combine to 
cause cancer.”’ 

He asked whether the body has mech- 
anisms of defense against cancer, and 
replied that a defense can be found 
against experimental cancer—that 1s, 
cancer produced by transferring cells 
from one animal to another—but that no 
means Of defense against spontaneous 
caucer has been found.

UNION BREWERY BOTTLERS 
CONSIDER NEW WAGE CONTRACT 


Anheuseur-Busch Employes Take Ne 
Action at Meeting and Will Hold 
Further Conferences. 

Union beer buttlers, employed at the 
Anheuser-Busch brewery, met for five 
hours last night at their hall at Victor 
street and Cravois avenue, to consider 
what demanis they would make in the 
new three-year wage contract which is 
to supplement a contract expiring April 
1. Union officials said no definite ac- 
tion was taken, and that a number of 
other meetings would be held from time 

to time for discussion of terms. 

A contract, the union officials said. 
might not be agreed upon before May. 
but it always is effective as of April 1. 
Employes of other breweries also are 
holding meetings, as the new wage 
contract applies to all local breweries. 

Negotiations for a new wage contract 
are being carried on between the em- 
ployers’ Labor Committee and _ three 
representatives from each of the eight 
divisions of the Brewery Workers’ 
Union. 

CC. Norman Jones, chairman of the 
Employers’ Labor Committee, said that 
a statement, made yesterday to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter by some union bot- 
tlers, to the effect that $1 is deducted 
each week frum the wages of each em- 
ploye to fight prohibition was abso'ute 
ly and unconditionally false. He point 
ed out that the breweries carry on their 
fight against prohibition independently 
of the untons and that no savy is de- 
ducted from the wages. 

Brewery employes said that some 
workers were complaining of not being 
able to get work for a full week. Jones 
said this was a labor regulation im- 
posed by the unions, to increase their 
membership and give all members some 
work, and that it always had been op- 


posed by the brewers.

LEES SUMMIT, Mo., March 22.—The 
little city of Lees Summit today 
‘mourned the loss of an accustomed 
friend as the body of Cole Younger lay 
in the little cottage which had been his 
home of late years. The former bandit, 
a devout Christian during his latter life, 
wac loved by the entire population and 
the children, with whom he was a fa- 
vorite, especially missed him. 

It is believed he will be laid at rest 
beside his mother and two brothers tn 
the Lees Summit Cemetery. 

Younger was one of the last of the 
rnembers of the notorious robber bands 
that infested Western Missouri during 
and after the Civil War. He was a :nem- 
ber of the Quantrell band of guerrillas. 
and with his two brothers, took vart 
with the “James boys” in bank and train 
robberies in Missouri and neighboring 
states that netted the looters mom than 
a hundred thousand dollars. The lead- 
ing members of these bands are dead, 
sume at the hands of the law, some »y 
suicide and others from natural causes. 
Younger, after a long term in the peni- 
tentiary, became a law-abiding Missouri 
citizen. 

Oldest of Three Brothers. 

Cole was the oldest of .the 
“Younger boys.’”’ 

The father, Col. Harry W. Younger 
came to Missouri from Kentucky before 
the war. He was a strong Union man, 
though a slaveholder. He settled near 
Lees Summit, 2 miles from Kansas

raid on a bank at Northfield, Minn., in 
1876, in the course of which Cashier 
Haywood was killed. The Youngers 
were shot many times in battles with a 
posse, but finally were taken alive after 
a battle at Shieldsville, Minn. 
Sent to Prison. 

Cole and his brothers pleaded gulity 
and were sentenced to prison for ‘Ife. 
They entered the penitentiary at Still- 
water, Minn., and became model pris- 
oners. Bob died in the penitentiary in 
1889. Cole and James Younger were pa- 
roled in 1901. The next year James shot 
himself, leaving a note ascribing his ac- 
tion to a refusal of the Parole Board to 
permit &im to marry the girl he loved. 

After Cole was paroled he was forced 
by Minnesota law to live in that State 


for three years. Then he returned to 
Missouri and settled down in a vine- 
covered cottage which he bought for a 
niece in Lees Summit, the scene of his 
boyhood days. For a time he was con- 
nected with a show and later went on 
the lecture platform and became a good 
citizen. 

In August, 1918, Younger was convert- 
ed to religion at a revival meeting and 
became an active church worker. 

“T’yve led an adventurous, turbulent 
life,” he said. “The war brought on 
hate and strife and killing around here. 
I have been blamed for a lot of !t with 
which I had nothing to do. They mur- 
dered my father and I was launched 
into a Mfe of shooting and reprisals and 
rough riding, winding up with 2% years 
in the penitentiary. I was brought up 
in a Christian home. Now I’m an old 
man and I’ve come by God’s mercy 
back to the place of my childhood to 

_end my days.”

Once in awhile—too often, 
their simple annals are recorded by the daily 
press when some such poor life goes out in the 
darkness of despair. What if they are unloved? 
Is it a crime? They have done their best; they 
have kept the faith; they have held themselves 
“pure and umspotted from the world,” “while toil- 
ing in the maelstrom. Are they not worthy of 
our respect, at least? Who can say why they 
have never married? All women cannot enter 
religious orders of single women. 

Why there exists such harsh criticism of this 
class of women, especially from the clergy, is a 
mystery:to the writer and to many more. Every 
time an indifferent orator wants to make a local 
hit, or draw a crowd, he lifts his big stick against 
the “Old Maids.” 

In the name of chivalry that made the men of 
the South immortal, let these critics cease. If 
not in the name of chivalry, then in the name of 
Christianity, whose founder was the most perfect 
gentleman that ever lived.

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EX-SENATOR DORSEY’S DEATH. 

So far had the kind of politics Stephen W. Dor- 
sey represented and the type of politician for 
which he stood been left behind that the news of 
his death at Los Angeles occasions surprise. That 
he had survived so long was unknown to most 
persons familiar with his name. 

It must not be supposed that the reproacl of the 
campaign methods he personified was not felt 
and deeply resented by his contemporaries. Even 
in the times of the most depraved machine rule, 
the common sense of the republic has always 
struggled for ballot purity and untrammeled pub- 
lic expressions. Jay Hubbell, estimable citizen who 
spent his retiring years as a wise and honored 
Judge, was stigmatized to the day of his death as 
“Two-Per-Cent” Hubbell because he enforced an 
assessmert on official salaries with drastic rigor. 

One side of the bookkeeping account with Dor- 
sey shows an admirable public record. He served 
with distinction in the war. But he was associat- 
ed with the use of “soap” for carrying elections, 
with blocks of five in Indiana, with star route 
scandals and the people never forgave him. 

Brighter days have come to the republic. We 
have our little, petty local Dorseys here and there, 
but the courage of stupidity that dares to be a 
Dorsey and face the odium a Dorsey earns is be- 
coming rarer every year. 
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WOMEN UPHOLDING CHILD LABOR. 

Two women, Miss Mary 8. Garrett of the Penn- 
sylvania Juvenile Court, and Mrs. A. A. Burney, 
National Corresponding Secretary of the Mothers’ 
Congress, appeared before the Senate Interstate 
Commerce Committee last Friday, and urged that 
no action be taken with reference to the Keating- 
Owen child labor bill until next session. They ob- 
jected to the bill on the ground that “idleness is 
greatly to be dreaded in children under 14 years 
of age,” and that it is becoming increasingly ap- 
parent in the legislation of the various states that 
any cast-iron rule applied to child labor is a 
mistake, and that the best thought of women in- 
terested in children is being given to the best 
development of children. 

We do not question the motives of these wom- 
ev, but believe their action is against the best 
interests of the children whom it may affect. 

This is a matter of principle. It is true that 
children under 14, not attending school, may be 
injured by too much idleness. But the remedy is 
rot to make them victims of a more or less merci- 
less industrial system, but to take steps to insure 
a chance for each of them to acquire an educa- 
tion. 

The defeat of child labor legislation will place 
children at the mercy of grinding, stultifying 1a- 
bor conditions that will make for ignorance and 
belplessness. It is. incredible that the Mothers’ 
Congress will sanction this reactionary move- 
ment.

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A FEW STARS, MORE OR LESS. 

Sir F. Watson Dyson, titled Astronomer Royal, 
because he officially looks after the heavens for 
the King, has taken a recent census of the stellar 
system, and announces that there are between 1,- 
090,000,000,000 and 2,000,000,000,000 stars in it: 
that is to say, between a thousand billions and 
two thousand billions. 

Of themselves the figures are not impressive. 
Two thousand billions is a mere handful com- 
pared to the kisses in a single love letter, which 
frequently run into the millions of billions of 
trillions; or the bacteria.{n a quart of sour milk— 
if we may be pardoned for mentioning the two 
items in the same sentence. 

But it requires some mind to comprehend two 
thousand billions as applied to stars, and contem- 
plate our little Earth as a single fleck in a cloud 
of astral dust. The microscopic and infinites- 
elmal unimportance of our sphere is a disheart- 
ening conception. We should prefer to believe 
that all creation revolved about our great world, 
end that ours was the only habitable sphere of 
all the two thousand billions, although the belief 
requires some conceit. (The germs whose exist- 
ence is confined within a drop of oil would re- 
quire a similar conceit to believe that theirs was 
the compass of all living creation.) If the aver- 
age humble man feels small in the presence of a 
mountain, what sort of av insect does he figure | 
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himself to be when he contemplates the reason- 
able probability that our world is not even visible 
to the telescopes of some millions of greater 
worlds? 

However, our tiny terrestrial ball contains some 
proud men and pompous bank presidents and 
mighty statesmen and chieftains who have never 
allowed astronomy to interfere with their self- 
respect nor halted in mid-career to indulge in the 
spiritual luxury of star-gazing. Indeed some of 
our so-called poets are transcendental egoists who 
can see infinity only inside of themselves. The 
wonder and vastness of the heavens are equally 
Lerceptible to the blind ass. In the face of the 
heavens’ vastness man’s pride seems about the 
smallest thing in all existence. 
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SHALL 8ST. LOUIS BE BLOCKED? 

The local Board of Equalization wisely rejected 
Assessor Schramm’s plan to raise the valuation of 
city realty from about 70 to 100 per cent. The 
refusal to tax new buildings at full value saved 
the progress of St. Louis from a heavy blow. 

The Schramm plan to lay increased burdens on 
improvements runs counter to all progressive tax 
reform. Its adoption would have put St. Louis in 
the rear of every city in the Union. It would have 
checked growth and prosperity. The most valua- 
ble advance in modern tax reform seéks to reduce 
tax burdens on improvements and business plants 
and shift it to land, particularly unimproved land, 
the unearned increased value of which is a dead 
weight on the community. 

How would it be possible for St. Louis to grow 
with increasing penalties laid on the money in- 
vested in realty improvements? 

Preventing this sort of folly is a mere matter of 
good public business not to speak of the injustice 
of making the city’s burdens of state taxation, al- 
ready grossly unfair, greater in proportion to 
those of the remainder of the State. If St. Louis 
is to be handicapped in this manner the city will 
soon be out of the running with wiser competi- 
tors who encourage investment in improvements 
and business. 
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Self-preservation is the first law of nature. Self- 
defense is not jingoism. 
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JOBHOLDERS MUST KEEP OUT. 

The. President’s instructions that Federal of- 
fice-holders be ignored in selecting convention 
delegates is in accord with the sentiment of the 
Cay and looks to a literal fulfillment of his let- 
ter to ex-Congressman Palmer stating the con- 
ditions on which he would accept a renomina- 
tion. 

Because Democracy has been out of office so 
much, one spectacle was less familiar in Demo- 
cratic than in Republican conventions. This was 
the spectacle of the Collector of Customs serving 
as chairman of the state delegation, the Collector 
of Internal Revenue representing the delegation 
on the Resolutions Committee, the Pension Agent 
barring hostile delegates as a member of the Cre- 
dentiala Committee and the Postoffice Inspector 
and Special Treasury Agents combing the corri- 
dors for wavering gentlemen entitled to seats. 
But even in Democratic conventions all these 
things have been too frequent. 7 

A President will not be named for a second 
term this year by a convention in which his own 
appointees make up a majority or at least control 
the balance of power. Officeholders must base 
their claims to reappointment on the merit of 
their official service, not on their work as dele- 
gates. For another reason jobholders will also 
be scarce in the G. O. P. convention this year. 
Probably the old order of control by patronage 
will never return. 


Mormon missionaries recruiting in the British 
Isles are amazed at the hostility encountered this 
year and the unusual handicaps interposed to 
their work. The explanation is easy. The Gov- 
ernment has such a big job of recruiting on its 
hands it cannot stand any competition. 
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BUY A BROOM. 
Frankly this is an advertisement—a free “ad” 
for a broom shop. The shop is conducted by 
the Missouri Association for the Blind and the 
brooms are made by blind men. 
Suppose that you had no sight and could not 
read this advertisement—you would be one of 
the 750 blind persons in St. Louls. You would 
probably be on the waiting list of the associa- 
tion—waiting for a chance to work in the broom 
shop and make a living for yourself or your 
family. There is great poverty among the blind 
of St. Louis and most of the poverty is due to 
want of employment suitable to their abilities. 
Here is the sort of employment the association 


has obtained during the past year: 

Three hundred chairs were secured for dif- 
ferent blind men to cane in their homes. The 
money was collected and given to the blind 
men, the association paying for the hauling. 

Forty-eight orders for piano tuning were 
secured for blind tuners. 

Eighty-five dozen brooms were sold for 
blind men operating shops of their own. 

Seven hundred and fifty dollars to $1000 
worth of brooms were sold each month for the 
association’s shop at 3741 Cass avenue. 

Thirty-nine yards of lace, three dozen 
towels, four dozen cloths were sold for blind 
women working in their homes. 

Thirteen mats at $1 each were sold for a 
blind man. 

Three blind men and two blind women were 
established 1n routes selling articles made by 
the blind. 

One hundred and twenty-seven different 
places were visited in quest of work suitable 
for blind. 

The broom shop is a good, clean, spacious one, 


located at 3741-3743 Cass avenue. Fifteen blind 
men are employed as regular broom . makers, 
They support themselves and 25 dependents, 
wives and children. The association explains: 

To allow for a living wage the standard 

pay in the shop is set at $9 a week. To get 
this a man must make 19 dozen and three 
brooms: if he makes less he receives less, if 
he makes more he receives more in propor- 
tion. This number experience has shown the 
average workér can accomplish. As a matter 
of fact this $9 is only two-thirds earned, a 
blind man being able to accomplish at this 
work only about two-thirds as much as a 
man with sight. 

‘Buy a broom. You can do that much. If 
you feel like doing more, the association begs 
for your contribution at 703 Metropolitan Build- 
ing. The association is trying to enlarge the 
‘broom shop, and this will take money. 
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SUCH SWEET SORROW! 
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SOCRATES ON THE SALE OF ARMS. 


LAUCON: Ah, Socrates! It has been a Jong 
time since we saw anything of you. 
Socrates: So it has. It is just as I told 
you the last time we met—this is no time for philos- 
ophers. It is a time of heat and passion, when clear 
and calm thinking is out of the question. I get 
around very little, and say very little. Usually the 
philosopher has only ignorance to combat. Now he 
has ignorance plus prejudice, which rather does for 
him before he gets out of lis tub. Still, now we 
have come upon one another, I would like to make a 
prediction. 

Thrasymachus: By all means, Socrates. 

Socrates: What I would like to predict is that 
after the war ends the one thing which all of us shall 
be at greatest paths to conserve is the right of all 
neutrals to sell arms and munitions. I know this is 
not the general impression now, but I have been 
thinking it over. 

Polemarchus: No doubt. 

Socrates: It has struck me that except for the arms 
and munitions supplied to the allies by neutral na- 
tions the war would by this time have been over. It 
is the single defense which the unarmed world has 
against those parts of the world which are armed to 
the teeth. 

Glaucon: I believe that. 

Socrates: That is, in the first instance, if an in- 
armed nation can get arms and munitions from non- 
combatant nations when she is in danger of conquest 
by an armed nation, she is not, after ail, as this war 
has proven, so badly off. 

Glaucon: No. 

Socrates: Nor, in the second instance, is the 
armed nation sure of its prey if the unarmed nation 
is to be supplied with arms and munitions as fast as 
noncombatant nations can make them. The war Lag 
also established that. 

Thrasymachus: Quite so. 

Socrates: Very well. Is it, then, likely that the 
world is going to surrender that safeguard? 

Glaucon: It is not likely. 

Socrates: No,indeed. Upon the contrary, what the 
world shall do is to make that safeguard doubly sure. 
It is the salvation of all those countries which do 
not care to make of themselves veritable armed 
camps. 

Polemarchus: You have it, Socrates. I thouzht 
some time ago that our own country might decide not 
to sell arms and munitions to warring nations after 
all that has been said about it, but since you have 
reduced the matter to a rational process, I can see 
that no such change in our policy can be made. 

Socrates: It never can. When the Germans kept 
that clause out of The Hague agreement they were 
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more far-seeing than they thought. 

Thrasymachus: Gads, yes! 

Socrates: Then that is settled. Now let us all get 
a broomstick and drill a while. We must be prepared 
in that way, at any rate.

Each studcnt was 
watched carcfully by his fellows, who, 
ignorant of the nature of the card, 
tried to judge from his manner whether 
he was telling the truth or not. The 
watchers were unable to judge with any 
certainty. 

Under the direction of Prof. Benussl 
the time occupied in inspiration and ex- 
piration was measured, and the meas- 
urement was taken again Immediately 
after he /inished.

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PEACE DENIALS 
CAUSE A FIRM 
STOCK MARKET 


War Shares and Industrials Show 
a Better’Tone; Iron Trade 
Is Active. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, March 22:.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 

today, Says: 

“The explicit facts as to Germany's 
intimations regarding peace proposals 
were published after yesterday's stock 
market had closed. This morning's 
newspapers published denials, more or 
less guarded, as the. case might be. 
The Stock Exchange was therefore left 
somewhat in the position of having ex- 
perienced a shock at a time when the 
market was not able to respond to it, 
and of having reassured itself when “e- 
flection was once more possible. 

“Today's market opened, therefore, 
with prices not greatly changed from 
the closing of yesterday. It moved 
haltingly and irregularly during the 
early hours, but in the middle of the 
day, when the influence of the various 
official denials made itself more stronz- 
ly felt, the war munitions shares—a nat- 
ural focus for measuring the signifi- 
cance of peace, at least in one direction 
—recovered somewhat sharply, advances 
of 1 to 4 points occurring in several in- 
stances. Towards the closing the mar- 
ket grew distinctly narrow, except for 
a few stocks whose activities equally 
reflect manipulation.’ 

Market Is Nervous. 

“Wall street Itself remained in a 
state of considerable perplexity, and 
as usually happens under such con- 
ditions rumors of various sorts con- 
tributed to the feeling. At one time 
the Stock Exchange had the positive 
assurance, from unnamed = sources, 
that Verdun would fall tonight, and 
a slight recovery in exchange on Ber- 
lin was cited as proof of the report. 

“Naturally, a series of versions of 
the attitude ‘of Germany and her an- 
tagonists towards peace was given 
out, assigned to Washington and 
elsewhere. The cancellation of our 
Ambassador's temporary departure 
from Berlin was confirmed from that 
city, thus adding an element of fresh 
uncertainty. But, on the whole, the 
Stock Exchange continued incredu- 
lous as to the overtures for peace. 

“Pending official statement of the ac- 
tual facts—which may or may not be 
vouched for some little time to come— 
tie financial community will perhans 
have a better opportunity than it has 
heretofore enjoyed, to rearrange its 
ideas as to what the real financial in- 
fluence of approching peace would be. 

“It has apparently made up its mina 
already as to how the ‘war munitions 
shares’ would be affected. Yet even 
with these, the judgment of serious peo- 
ple would be at least partly governed 
by the extent to which prices for such 
shares were inflated at the moment, and 
by which extent to any given ‘munitions 
company’ was disbursing in dividends 
its temporarily huge profits, or putting 
them into a reserve. As to how other 
investment shares would be influenced 
Wall street requires a season of media- 
ae The course of Monday’s market 

vill not greatly help.’’ 

Iron Trade Is Active. 

“Aside from the collection of dis- 
patches and rumors from Washington, 
there was little news of financial inter- 
est. 

“The Iron Age’s weekly review of 
steel trade conditions reported heavy 
buying of rails by the railway com- 
panies. It would. be extraordinary if 
this did not come, for rail prices have 
not advanced with other steel com- 
modities, yet the question of early de- 
livery is on the same footing as anv 
other product of the trade, and the 
enormous traffic under wavy during six 
months past ought to make provision 
against wear and tear indispensable. 

“The wheat market again ignored the 
peace talk. Its early advance was based 


multiplying private crop dispatches. 

“Anglo-French 5 per cents went a 
fraction higher, to 954%, the highest price 
since the closing week of January. Their 
extreme range, thus far, has been be- 
tween 98144 and 93%.”’
